TWO controversial refereeing 
decisions kept Sydney Olym- 
pic in the hunt to win the NSL

In last week's semi-final clash 
against Newcastle, Olympic was 
staring defeat in the face down 2-0 
and well out of the running.

Keegan had been 
signed by the astute 
Liverpool manager, 
the late Bill Shankly, 
from Fourth Division 
Scunthorpe. 

It wasn’t long before 
he earned his first cap 
for England against 
Wales in 1973. 

He scored 21 goals 
in 63 matches for Eng- 
land, giving him a 
great average of one 
goal every three 
games. 

Keegan won several 
personal honours in 
his career: English 
Footballer of the Year 
1975-76, European 
Footballer of the Year 
in consecutive years 
1978 and '79, and Engl- 
ish Professional Foot- 
ballers’ Association 
Player of the Year 
1981-82. 


In that season he 
also finished as lead- 
ing goalscorer in First 
Division with 26 goals 
for Southampton. 
Keegan decided to 
join Southampton 


when his contract with 
Hamburg expired in- 
stead of accepting Ita- 
lian and Spanish 
offers. 

He explained his 
motivation for retur- 
ning to England as a 


desire to help his 
country win the 1982 
World Cup. 


Of course, that did 
not happen and the 
England skipper only 
played for 20 minutes 
in Spain due to a back 


Keegan's courage, 
drive and appetite for 
the game have set a 
tremendous example 
throughout the world 

Mick Channon, who 
had two short spells 
with now-defunct 
Newcastle KB United, 
played with Keegan 
with Southampton 
and England. 

“I could never have 
worked at the game 
the way Kevin Keegan 
and Peter Shilton 
have,” Channon says. 

“I've known both to 
stay behind after the 
other lads have 
finished training to 
work on something 
That would bore me to 
tears.” 


Critics have always 
said Keegan's hard 
work makes up for 
what have been de- 
scribed as “average 
skills.” 

In fact Keegan's 
assessment of himself 
is a modest one.

Keegan most to foot- 
ball fans throughout 
the world is his down- 
to-earth attitude and 
compassionate 
nature. 

He never forgets, as 
a child in Doncaster, 
standing outside the 
local football ground, 
a tiny, lone figure in 
drenching rain. 

A favourite player 
emerged but rushed 
past, unable to take 
the time to sign an 
autograph for Keegan, 
who as a star in his 
own right later de- 
clared: “I'd never want 


a kid to feel how I 
felt.”

To succeed in this style takes super-fit players 
willing to run for 90 minutes. 

Obviously the climate has a big bearing on 
such tactics and this is where Australia’s good 
preparation for the World Cup qualifying 
games will be of the utmost importance. 

Apart from New Zealand, who cannot play 
other than the kick-and-rush game, all the 
teams the Socceroos will meet will put more on 
the ball than they do on physical exertion. 

In such a situation we must not be lulled into 
a false position of doing likewise as it’s just not 
our game and not our style. 


To meet top opposition without knowing 
where you are going to confront them when 
playing the counter-attacking style is just not 
on, 

Nobody realises this better than Arok, as his 
already bulging dossiers on the opposition 
prove. 


To play the counter-attacking game takes 
discipline — and plenty of it. 

Not only team discipline but a great helping 
of personal discipline from each player in the 
Socceroo set-up. 

In the past against the might of England, 
Juventus of Italy, Manchester United, Arsenal, 
Manchester City, Nottingham Forest and Glas- 
gow Rangers, to name a few. the Socceroos 
have shown they have the ability to succeed 
while playing counter-attacking soccer 

By the time the World Cup qualifying games

PLUCKY Queensland Premier League 
club Mount Gravatt has challenged multi- 
ple national champions Sydney City to an 
end-of-season match — under QSF presi- 
dent lan Brusasco’s controversial offside 
and back-pass rules. 


Hawks coach Eric Thompson. (‘that’s the 
English way with a P”) issued the challenge to 
the Slickers Eddie Thomson after an article in 
“Thommo’s Shots” in the SUNDAY TELEGRAPH. 

Eddie scoffed at Eric’s suggestion, published 
in ASW, \that the only way the game could be 
played successfully under Brusasco’s rules was 
if two extra field players were incorporated. 

The Sydney Thommo said the 60 metre 
offside-free zone made little difference and the 
build-up could be slow or quick, teams could 
still keep possession and players could still 
perform their skills. 

But Brisbane's Thommo disagrees — and has 
challenged Sydney City to come to Queensland 
and play Mount Gravatt under the rules.
